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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Pesenti, et al.-5460171. 

Pesenti discloses an MDI having a tubular mouthpiece and an actuator including 
a nozzle block having a tubular element with a free end and a spray orifice 5 for 
directing spray into the tubular mouthpiece. The nozzle block engages with a valve stem 
of a canister. Even though the valve stem of the canister does not go inside of the 
tubular element of the nozzle block, it nevertheless reads on the claim limitations since 
the canister and valve stem are not positively recited. Therefore, if a canister with a 
larger valve stem were placed such that the valve step extended over the nozzle block, 
it would perform as claimed. 

For claim 1 1 , since it is not clear that the canister introduced in claiml 1 is the 
same as the one recited in claim 1, it still leaves open the possibility of the positively 
recited canister and valve stem being that shown in Pesenti, and the other one 
inferentially recited in claim 1 , is another one with a larger valve stem. 
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If the applicant were to positively recite that the valve stem extended over the 
outer surface of the nozzle block, then the above rejection would be withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
